Beginning of W inter. 


N f.w Y o r k , November 12th.—The first snow of 
the svason fell this morning 
It was little more 
than a flurry, 
it is snowing hard at Albany. There 
is a ¿riving snow-storm &t Utica. 


R o c h e s t e r (N. Y ), November 12th —A heavy gale 
compelled the steam barge Albion to cut loose fmm 
the schooner Albatross. The fate of four men who 
were aboard the latter is unknown. 
A schooner at 
anchor near Char o tt- is flying signals of distress. 
Relief cannot reach the schocner, owing to the vio­ 
lence of the storm. 
Chicago, November 12th.—'The barges Transfer, 
C. O. D. and Wolverine arrived in this port this 
afternoon from Grand Haven. Mich., in a badly de­ 
moralized condition, having lost portions of their 
equipment and cargos. 
The Bchooners Leo and 
Wannette kept with them till Sunday night, and 
have not been heard of since. 
Late this afternoon 
a tug vas dispatched to the rescue of an unknown 
water-logged vessel, flying a signal of distress off 
this port, and tas not yet returned. 
The schooners 
Josephine, Dresden and Luling are ashore at Pent- 
water, Mich. 
The Dresden is loaded with oats, feed 
and camp «uuplies. The schooners Ltn Higbv and 
Four Brothers are reported ashore in the vicinity of 
Muskegon, Mich. 
Chicago, November 12th.—A fierce gale from the 
west and southwest prevailed on Lake Michigan all 
day yesterday and last night. 
It has been less vio­ 
lent to-day, but the lake is still rough, and vessels 
experience much difficulty in making port. Thus 
far no serious damage is reported here, but there 
are grave apprehensions for the safety of a number 
of vessels. Ten days ago the schooner Arab went 
ashore in the harbor of St. Joseph. Mich. The tug 
Protection, of this city, got her afloat Friday, and 
they were to have left for Milwaukee Saturday, ex­ 
pecting to arrive Sunday morning. 
Nothing has 
been heard of them. There were eighteen men on 
board the two vessels. 
It is feared they were 
unable to weather the gale Sunday night, and that 
all were drowned. 


M a c k in a w 
C it y (Mich.), November 12th. — The 
tug 8. S. Coc about noon released from the bar the 
schooner Lucy J. Cltrk, but as she was towing her 
to safe quarters a heavy wind sprang up and the 
line parted. The anchors were got out, but she 
dragged them, and soon caj»sizid. 
The crew took 
to the life-boat, which capsized three times. 
Five 
men succeeded in getting ashore, but three, includ­ 
ing the first mate, engineer of the steam pumps and 
cook, were drowned. Their names were not learned. 
The schooner sank almost immediately. 
Port IIcron* (Mich.), November 12th.—The pro­ 
peller Quebec, steamer Manitoba and febooners 
Evening Star and Gladstone were driven ashore last 
night while trying to make Southampton harbor in 
a heavy snow-storm. 
All except the propel er are 
in danger of going to pieces, and their cargoes will 
be a total loss. The crews of none of them have 
yet been taken off. 
Boston, November 12th —A severe gale prevailed 
throughout New England this afternoon and even­ 
ing. 
In this city the winds attained a vel -city of 
thirty-five to forty miles per hour.

On the Shrewsbury narrow- 
gauge road a car containing seven persons was lifted 
bodily from the track and overturned. 
No one was 
hurt. 
New York, November 12ih.—This city experi­ 
enced a fie ce gale to day. and much damage was 
done. This afternoon the wall of a foundry in 
c lurse of erection, on East Ninety-first street, was 
blown down. 
Cornelius Scinnel, a laborer, was 
caught under the falling walls and severely injurei. 
To-night alargo tree on Seventh avenue and Twelfth 
street was blown down, and fell upon a passing 
street cir, crashing through the roof and breaking 
the windows. No passengers were n tt'n g in the 
front part of the car, where the tree struck, but the 
driver was slightly injured. The galvanized iron 
roof of the vasaline factory, on Richardson and Com­ 
merce streets, Brooklyn, was blown off.

N*w York, November 12th.—The U craid's Cleve­ 
land special says : In an interview with Governor 
Foster, he *aid that the elections mean the Republi­ 
can party is not dead, but that, its history is still 
cherished in the hearts of the great body of voters of 
the country. The business men of the country are not 
willing to risk rhtir all in a chango of administra­ 
tion.

TheV'oitf’ii Washington sj«ccial says: Mahone’s 
flrgan here announces that the Readjuster commit­ 
tee will wait upon the National Republican Com­ 
m ittee next month, and ask for recognition and 
friendly counsel. This is the first step in the effort 
of Mahone to reprecent the Virginia delegation in 
the next Republican Convention. 
A letter from Danville alleges that, as the effect 
of the riot, although 1,301 colored voters were reg.s- 
(ered, only 31 colored votes were cast on November 
6th. 
In North Danville the colored votes registered 
were 235, and the colored vote was 3—all Democrats.

T lie Government nnd th e In d ian —Secre­ 
tary T e lle r ’s Report. 
W ashington, November 12th.—Secretary Teller 
has prepared his rep*>rt. 
He has undertaken a work 
never before done, which is to find out exactly the 
financial relations existing beiween the Government 
and the various Indian tribes under the treaties. It 
seems the United States is really a great ra cal when 
considered as a person, w ho has at various times 
voluntarily incurred certain obligations. There has 
been perfect indifference manifested to paying its 
debta under the treaties, and it owes in the vicinity 
of $5,000,000. 
There is due and unpaid to the 
Sioux agent for school purposes under the treaty ot 
1868 over $1,000,000. 
By th at treaty the United 
States agretd to supp rt a school for e\cry thirty 
children, which it has not done. 
This was part of 
the consideration to the Indians for relinquishing 
their land, and Mr Teller holds that the money the 
schools would have cost is honestly due the nation 
for school puqH.-se-». Again, there a're 25,000 families 
who, under the treaty, should h ve received a cow 
ooe yoke oi oxen and one hundred dollar’s worth of 
tools, because they have settled down as is required. 
But none of these things was given them, because 
Congress failed to provide the means. All the in­ 
formation necessary to an honest discharge of these 
obligations will be laid before Congress this winter 
so there will be no excuse for failure. 
It is under­ 
stood the Secretary will make very sweeping recom­ 
mendations for cutting dow*n to a rational basis all 
the great Iodiar. reservations, and to give each In­ 
dian so much in severalty. 
He sees no use in allow­ 
ing the Indian two or three square miles ot land, 
when on the average they do not cultivate one-tenth 
of an acre apiece. 
He will specially call attention 
to the great reservations in M ntana, which stand 
as a bar to immigration. 
It is understood also that 
he will recommend a repeal of the Pre emption Act, 
and make suggest one fur radical changes in the 
timber land laws. 
R ailro ad R u m ors. 
Chicago, November 12th.—The Galveston (Texas) 
* e ics publishes a statem ent to the effect that H unt­ 
ington has purchased the Mexican National and 
Peccs and Rio Grande Railways. The purchase of 
the first-named road is suppofled to be for the pur­ 
pose of shutting out Gould on the lower Gulf coast, 
and the acquisition of the latter road for a further 
extension to Eagle Pass, princq>ally to open the rich 
coal district along the Rio Grande, through which it 
would pass. 
It is further reported that when the 
250th kilometer is reached on the extension of the 
sunset route in Mexico, work will be stopped, or­ 
ders to that effect, it is said, haring been already 
issued. This p int, twelve miles from the city of 
Menciona, will be reached by the close of the year, 


when the forcee on the extension will be transferred 
to the line from Gonzales to Cuero, connecting there­ 
with the road to Indianola. This line will connect 
with the main liue of the Sunset at Harwood.

Rare Troubles In Ylrglnln. 
New York, November 12th.—A Herald corre 
spom’ent says of the reported uprising of negroes in 
Southampton, Va.: The causes assigned for the 
panic are the vaporings of a drunken darky told to 
another colored person, who was the servant of a 
white man, and repeated to his employer, and the 
absence of some gangs of negro laborers from their 
accustomed work. 
These are all the evidences that 
are cited 
It is among the possibilities that these 
negro laborers, under apprehensions, which the Ma­ 
hone party leaders are propagating since the elec­ 
tion, have taken to the woods for fear of being 
themselves massacred. 
But, however that is, there 
is more need of discreetness among both whites and 
blacks in Virginia at this moment, with regard to 
the antipathies and antagonisms of race, than at any 
time 9ince the civil war.

people are too timid to make a movement in the 
direction of rebellion.

IT NEEDS A GUARDIAN. 
San Francisco needs a guardian. Some 
Commission of Lunacy should appoint a 
keeper for that fated city. With the 
most reckless disregard of ordinary cau­ 
tion, her officials permitted two yellow fe­ 
ver patients to be landed from the peat- 
hulk anchored in quarantine grounds. 
They were placed in a squalid quarter ad­ 
mirably adapted as a breediug-place for 
fever. Here one has died, and the other 
is reported to be in a dying condition. 
When these removals took place is not 
known to ns, siuce the local presB has been 
silent on the subject until yesterday, when 
one journal entered a feeble protest. 
San Francisco seems to be bent upon 
giving yellow fever a foothold in this State. 
If it does secure it, that city will be to 
blame, and, if punishment could be meted 
out to her, it should be laid on with un­ 
paralleled seveiity. 
But, of course, such 
a generalization is forceless. 
Bather let 
the Mayor, the Supervisors, the Quarantine 
Officer and the Board of Health be called 
on to answer for this outrage. 
Very different was the action of Spanish 
authorities, as we have already pointed 
out, in keeping cholera from their gates. 
Their ships from infected ports were told to 
“ stand off," and the command enforced by 
the navy. 
The Washington authorities 
have not even been asked by San Fran­ 
cisco for power to exclude ships coming 
from yellow fever ports. Nor has the city 
taken ordinary precautions when they did 
come in. Communication has been kept 
up twice a day with the quarantined ves­ 
sels by those liable to bring the germs of 
the disease to tbe shore. 
In the present instance the Quarantine 
Officer excuses himself on the ground that 
it was cruel to keep the patients on the 
old hulk, which afforded them insufficient 
protection from rain. There seems to have 
been no consideration on bis part of 
humanity to the people of this State. If 
the fever spreads, Dr. McAllister should 
cry aloud for tbe mountains to fall upon 
him, and for his name to be blotted from 
the memory of man. We do not believe 
there is another city in the Union whose 
officials would have ventured upon such a 
risk as the Quarantine Officer has taken. 
He cannot convince this peonle that there 
is no danger. His opinion gives no com­ 
fort. To expose the people of a great State 
to the chances of his fallibility was a mon­ 
strous act. 
The humidity of the atmosphere at this 
time is especially favorable for the convey­ 
ance of the germs of the disease, and none 
know this better than the Health Board of 
San Francisco. It will be a cause for 
devout thankfulness if we escape the conse­ 
quences of this last insane act. By all 
natural laws tbe liability to which we are 
exposed should culminate in the spread of 
the fever. 
CONSISTEN0Y 
AND 
THE 
“ IBDEPESE- 
EST " 
Just before the recent election in New 
York, the Tribune alleged that there were 
in that State thousands ot men who were 
neither consistent Republicans nor consist­ 
ent Democrats—these were the independ­ 
ent voters who sent the 200,000 majority of 
the Democracy toppling down. Now what 
the Tribune said regarding New York State 
it also true of California, and nearly all 
the Northern States. In this estimate, let 
it be understood that consistency, as inter­ 
preted by the party "machinist,” is a very 
different thing from the consistency 
of the independent voter. 
With the 
mere partisan consistency has but a 
narrow and a vulgar meaning. 
To 
him it means "the party right or 


wrong,” adherence to a doctrine, or a 
ticket, or a platform, because on some pre­ 
vious occasion the man had favored it. In 
fact, that sort of consistency is the basest 
of motives for action. No man should 
sink to so If»w a level as to be in favor of 
anything simply and solely because he did 
at some time declare for it. Political con­ 
sistency is of the right stamp which holds 
a man to principles that are unchangeable, 
and bids him revolt from doctrines or par­ 
ties when they cease to reflect his conscien­ 
tious views. Independency is consistency, 
and consistency is independence. It leaveB 
the man free to follow what he deems the 
right, regardless of the fact that it may 
place him apparently or actually at vari­ 
ance with himself in the past. Thousands 
of men have been whipped into all sorts of 
wrong doing by the fear of being pro­ 
nounced inconsistent. Consistency means 
courage, conviction and consistence; it 
means the conception of the right and the 
bravery to declare for it. It does not mean 
servile attachment to party or doctrine. 
The consistent Republican, or the con­ 
sistent Democrat, is he who refuses to fol­ 
low party when it moves from his conscien­ 
tious standard, even if the party is right 
and he is in error in his judgment. 
Whosoever does not recognize the fact 
in American politics that the independent 
voter is becoming more and more a power 
in the land ; that he is rapidly becoming 
th>- most important factor In the body pol 
itic; that he is, in short, the bulwark of 
our political institutions, is shortsighted, 
and blinded to stch an extent by party 
zeal that he will not admit there is a lion 
in the way until he runs into its jaws. 
Twice in succession the independent voters 
of the chief State of the Union have 
spoken of their power in tones that only 
deaf partisans refuse to hear—twice in 
succession has this vital factor in our po­ 
litical system, which wisdom will not 
ignore, written upon the walls of party, 
warnings so clear that no Daniel is needed 
to interpret them.

PUBLISHED POISON. 


PACIFIC SLOPE. 


It is a matter of congratulation that so 
much attention is being given to the sub­ 
ject of the publication and sale of perni­ 
cious literature. The South has taught us 
a lesson in this matter. It has been the first 
to hurl the thunderbolts of a just, though 
severe, law against the miserably selfish 
class of men who are flooding the country 
with the seeds of ruin, moral and physical, 
and which the youth of the land is devour­ 
ing with avidity. It has been the first to 
declare that the public highway is to be 
kept not only decently clean for the wheels 
of carriages and wagons, but that they 
Bhall be cleared of the vile display of 
noxious sheets that flaunt their tempta­ 
tions from news-stands and stationers' 
windows. An Eastern magazine quotes a 
man who has for years been connected 
with a great police department, as saying 
that he considers the impure literature of 
the day as the most fecund of all separable 
and traceable causes cf crime. If we wish 
to put some check upon the moral degen­ 
eracy of the youth of the day, let us give 
due meed of attention to the caterers to 
vicious appetites. 
That the publisher 
caters to an established appetite, says the 
Continent forcibly, is no more of an excuse 
than that advanced by the bagnio keeper. 
The illustrated sheets of the slums portray 
the revels of prostitution and debauchery, 
and therefore are on the level with the 
gilded dens of vice. To carry the simile 
further, let us add that the man who pre­ 
tends to be self-respecting will not, for the 
sake cf making a living, or for any other 
reason, flaunt these sheets in the faces of 
our wives and children on the public street, 
or expose them upon the counter or in the 
window for sale, but if he must keep them, 
he will do as the druggist does with poison, 
put them on a top shelf, labeled with the 
warning to all, "touch not.” 


THE SEPARATIST MOVEMENT. 
It mnBt be confessed, objectionable and 
unwise as is the plaD, that the recent elec­ 
tions in the South give force to the theory 
of the negro separatists, that it is best for 
the colored people to be withdrawn ; to go 
into a region where they will not be sub­ 
ject to the domination of the whites. Says 
Niles, the Arkansas advocate of separation, 
relative to the Virginia election: “ The 
resnlt clearly shows that the white and 
colored people cannot permanently live 
peaceably together. It is not worth while 
to trouble the white people to kill 
us, because 
they 
think 
we 
are 
worthless. 
It is better to let us go. 
All of tbe Virginia papers say to-day, in 
commenting on tbe election, that the col­ 
ored man must go. I say so. There is no 
nse in trying to continue the experiment 
longer. It can't be done and Congress had 
better give ns a small appropriation to 
enable us to get a start for ourselves in any 
Territory. We will go out like tbe chil­ 
dren of Israel and give the white people no 
more trouble." Of course this is absurd, 
but it cauuot be successfully denied that, 
so far as many sections of the South are 
concerned, there is left to the negro but 
one privilege, that announced by a South 
Carolina Democratic ex-Congressman, re­ 
cently, who, in condemning the policy of 
his party in that State, said, “ There is, 
in short, but one right left the negroes in 
our State—the right to go off and die.” 
There is food for thought, and an argu­ 
ment for Niles’ doctrine in the dispatches 
of last Wednesday from one of the South­ 
ern States, which read, "In this State, 
generally, the negroes did not go to the 
polls." —

GLADSTONES UTTERANCES. 
Gladstones declaration that all the great 
Powers of Europe had declared their at­ 
tachment for the cause of peace, is signif­ 
icant. It will go far toward giving conn- 
deuce when it is most needed, and is indic­ 
ative of a thorough understanding between 
the Powers on questions which it has been 
feared would terminate in a rupture of cor­ 
dial relations ; as, notably between France 
and Germany. Not loss full of significance 
was his intimation that England will not 
hesitate to use her influence to bring about 
a peaceful settlement of the present Chi­ 
nese difficulty. If she sets herself to the 
task, England, we believe, can accom­ 
plish it.

W. R. Vice, the clerk, under rretense of keeping 
within the rule» offered the immigrant a ticket at 
the same rate, but offering to return $2 50- The 
immigrant thought he could do better, and called on 
Clinton Jones, of the Rock Island, and while nego­ 
tiating for a ticket told him his adventure with Vice. 
Jones and Charles Oberg, the latter of the Chicago 
and Alton, grabbed their man, walked him to a No­ 
tary, took his affidavit, sold him a ticket over the 
Rock Island, aud forwarded the affidavit East, where 
it is expected a heavy penalty will be attached. 
A F a rm ers E xperience w ith a B ull. 
Marysville, November l*2th.—Hiram Folsom, a 
farmer living near Honcut, in this county, was 
tossed by a bull this morning, and received severe 
injuries. His shoulder was broken, his face badly 
cut, and internal injuries \re feared.

ARIZONA. 
M arauding Apachen 
T ucson, November 12th.—On the 22d of October 
the Apaches were near Binamiche, district of 
Arispe, Sonora. Soldiers were sent to the tow ns of 
Apojepe, Tuape, Cucurpe and Rayon, to protect tbe 
people, as it was expected the savages w’ould pass 
that way. On the 24th the Apaches stole tix horses 
from the B&ndepa rancho, nine miles from Arispe. 
They were put jucd by Lieutenant Miraga with fifty 
men of the Sixth Battalion, but the Indians re­ 
treated into the mountains in the direction of the 
United States, and could not be overtasen. On the 
25th the Custom-house Inspectors met and fought 
the Indians near Cuchuvesachi, Chihuahua, and 
took from them a number of horses. The Inspect­ 
ors say that Indians had already passed with a large 
number of animals, as the trail made by them was 
very large. The Indians were going towards San 
Bernardino. News received from Montezuma dis­ 
trict state that the Apaches appeared at the t«wn of 
Bavespa on the 23d of October, and were heading 
towards Aguja with a band of stolen horses. 
Custom house G uard* K illed. 
T om bstone, November 12th.—From W. H. Wilton, 
just in from Sonora, it is learned that on Friday last 
five Custom-house guards were killed on the trail 
between i&rnp&s and Bacoacbi. At the time of the 
killing the gutrds, six iu number, were hunting 
smugglers. One who leaned said the killing was 
done by Indians. He claimed that the party were 
ambushed. The supposition is that it was done by 
smugglers. E m bezzler Sentenced. 
T om bstone, November 12th. Jake Freodenberg, 
who was indicted for embezzling $GC0 from the 
county while acting as Deputy Sheriff, pleaded 
guilty to-day, and was sentenced to three years in 
the Penitentiary.

So o r r o, November 12th.—Our citizens are greatly 
excited over the murder of the man Colby, by Fow­ 
ler, reported last week. The city is undtr martial 
law. The jail is guarded by the militia and fifty cit­ 
izens to prevent lynching. Fowler has just been 
served with a warrant for the murder of Butcher- 
knife Bill and Pony Neal two months ago. 


OLD MEXICO. 
Advices from G am m a*. 
G uaym as. November 12th.—Since the 5th of this 
month there have been only five deaths here from 
yellow fever, and the infection may be said to be 
over. The steamer Sonora sail* to-night with the 
Seventh Regiment band for Mazatlan aud for south­ 
ern ports. 
News is brought from Minas Prietas of the acci­ 
dental death there of Dennis Cain on Sunday before 
last, caused by the discharge of a rifle while out 
hunting. As he did not come home at n'ght, search 
was made for him, and his body was found, with the 
rifle discharged tying near him. 
A cattle thief by the name of Ramoadth haa been 
arrested in Sao Crispió, and is being heid subject to 
extradition by the authorities of Arizona. The cat­ 
tle were stolen from near Tombstone. 
A. Rivera is to day to resume his office as Prefect, 
vice Rafael Escoboea, resigned.

The road was completed 
yesterday, arid was the occasion of a demonstration 
<*l rejoicing on the part of citizona of Colfax. Con­ 
gratulatory dispatches were exchanged betw een the 
Mavors of Portland and Colfax over :ho completion 
of the branch. 
T. F. Oakes, Vice-President of tbe Northern 


Pacific, and General Manager of tbe road, is now en 
route to this city and will reach here in a few days. 
This morning John Sullivan, of this city, while 
endeavoring to drive an infuriated bull, was chased 
by the brute, trampled tinder foot, and is believed 
to be fatally gored. 
Charhs Lawrence, a 'longshoreman, while on his 
way home early this morning, was assaulted by two 
garrotera, who beat him insensible with heavy 
club", and robbed him of a sum of money.

Prom inent Attorney t i Trouble. 
P o rtland, November 12th. -A special dispatch 
from Olympia says that John P. Judson, a promi­ 
nent attorney of New Tacoma, has been arrested on 
complaint of C. R. Conner, of San Francisco, who is 
special examiner of the Pension Bureau. It appears 
that for over three years Judson has been collecting 
and withholding pension moneys due a discharged 
soldier named V/. Ryan. Judson was arrested on 
three charges—withholding pension money, nego­ 
tiating drafts without proper authority, and forging 
Ryan’s name on drafts. 
Ryan also has commenced 
a civil action against Judson to recover his money. 
Judaon waived examination, and was bound over in 
the sum of 83,000. He furnished bail and wa* re­ 
leased. Heretofore Judson stood high professionally 
and socially. He isa prominent Democratic poli­ 
tician, and was a candidate for Delegate in Congress 
a few years ago. His arrest created a great sensa­ 
tion. 


THE TAX QUESTION. 
A Brief and Fointed Review of Recent Lit- 
er&ture Upon tb e Subject 
The recently published opinions of the 
Governor, Attorney-General, and State Con­ 
troller, concerning the compromise proposed 
to settle the question of delinquent taxes upon 
the property of the Central and Southern 
PaciCc Railroads, has elicited from Hon. 
Creed Haymond, counsel for aaii companies, 
the following letter addressed to Governor 
8toneman under date of the 10:h inst.: 
D ea r Sir : I find upon mv table this morning 
your note of November 8,18S3, in answer to a propo- 
kition made to yourself relative to an adjustment of 
the railroad taxes. 1 also find copied of the opin­ 
ion of the Attorney-General aud Controller pub­ 
lished in the morning paper of this date. Perhaps 
it will be unnecessary for me to state that 1 am 
startled and surprised at the views expressed by the 
Attorney-General and the Controller. 
The Attorney-General sees in the proposition an 
attempt not only to subvert the Government, but to 
overthrow civilization itself. My friend, the Attor­ 
ney-General, also affects to see in the proposition a 
menace to the Government, and deduces from it the 
conclusion that the railroad companies are arrogat­ 
ing to themselves sovereign powers. 
I must acquit you of sharing in any of these fears, 
and I regret that any action of mine, in relation to 
the subject matter, should have excited in the mind 
of the Attorney-General any uneasiness to the per­ 
petuity of the institutions under which we live, or 
should have led him to conclude that civilization had 
about reached its er.d. I am sure that in the con­ 
ference between your Excellency, the Attorney- 
General and myself, there was nothing iu my man­ 
ner to arouse such fears. It is true that I may have 
approached the presence of the [lowers that be with­ 
out the fear with which the Hindoo approaches his 
idol, but I am certain that I did it with his awful 
reverence. 
The Controller overwhelms us with an arr y of 
figures which set at defiance all rules of mathemat­ 
ics, and from which he has produced tbe most 
startling results. 
* 
* 
* 
The Attorney- 
General thinks the settlement of a disputed claim 
between a citizen and the Government, as to dollars 
and cents (I say advisedly, dollars and cents alone, 
for in all propositions it was understood that the 
contest on principle should be determined by the 
Supreme Ccurt of tbe United States), would shake 
society to the ceuter and leave Government a wreck. 
From the beginning of the Government of the 
United States, under the administration of Wash­ 
ington and Hamiton, down to the settlement with 
the Spring Valley Water Company and the San 
Francisco Gas Company, under the administration 
of Mar hall and Dunn, compromises and adjustments 
of conflicting claims between subjects (I but follow 
you in using this term) and Governments have been 
of every day occurrence. 
Many have been the 
causeless fes.rs and sinister auguries in the pact, but 
the Government, like the visible frame of nature, 
still endures, to be as lasting, we trust, as the sunny 
Isles of Greece, of which it has been said, " Eternal 
summer gilds them yet.” 
The railroad companies have adjusted with a 
great many counties iheir taxes for the three years 
in question, and I have yet to learn that any great 
amount of dissatisfaction has been expressed with 
those settlements, and I am sure, neither in civiliza­ 
tion nor in good government do those counties rank 
below their sisters. 
I think the oircumstar.ces do not w arrant the fore­ 
bodings of General Marshall. I have confidence that 
his fears are unfounded, and faith that for all time 
to come ciii'iz&tion will advance, the Government 
of the Union still exi-t, filling its great destinies, 
giving not only the equal protection of the laws to 
all within its jurisdiction, but by its example assur­ 
ing the same boon to all the peoples of the earth. I 
cannot believe that the hopes of mankind, or the 
greatness, glory or fortunes of my country, rest 
upon so slight a foundation that the appeal of any 
person or corporation to the established Courts to 
determine a liability for taxes will ia peril the for­ 
tunes of the one or blast the h> pas of the other. 
*

From the beginning of the litigation between the 
railroad company and the State every effort has been 
made by the company to have that litigation deter­ 
mined as speedily as yxweibla, and in almost every 
instance these efforts have been met by technical 
objections to the form of proceeding, and delays of 
every kind have been interposed by the State au­ 
thorities. 
A partial answer to the Controller’s claim of enor­ 
mous interest is found in the fact that the company 
tendered without any qualification 66 per cent, of 
these taxes to the State and counties, and brought 
the money into Court, and has ever since kept the 
tender gooJ. I am also advised upon this subject 
that leading counsel, employed by the State and 
counties, have held that there is no such liability. 
The company, although advised by eminent coun­ 
sel that the new Constitution virtually exempted its 
property from taxation, has at all times been will­ 
ing, notwithstanding that exemption, to contribute 
its fair and just proportion to the sui port of the 
Government of the State and of the various coun­ 
ties through which its road runs. We have not 
sought to compromise any legal claim i, for, in our 
judgment, no such claims exist. 
The company has been willing at all times, not- 
standing its success in this litigation, to pay a fair 
and just rate of taxation. * * * 
It may be in good taste for the Attorney-General 
and Controller of a great State, in a public docu­ 
ment, to charge citizens who, under the shield of 
the Federal Constitution, seek the protection of the 
Courts, a d who are willing to abide by their judg­ 
ment, with arrogance and lawlessness. The citi­ 
zens of this country who own this property 
have been reared in another school. They have 
been taught by a brave and hardy aneestry that to 
resist an illegal tax is to obey the laws of the coun­ 
try ; that to enforce and uphold the Constitution is 
c -mmcndable and creditable. At the same time 
they have no quarrel with those whose education 
leads them to different conclusions. 
My clients have implicit faith and confider.ce in 
the people of this State, and feel sure that the rail­ 
road companies will nut in their good judgment 
take harm by reason of the fact that the share­ 
holders, in the exercise (I a right guaranteed to all, 
have asked that the Supreme Court of the United 
States should pass upon tbe question whether the 
provisions of the Constitution of the State of Cali­ 
fornia, relative to railroad taxation, deny to such 
shareholders the "equal protection of the law.” 
No good citizen at this day will desire to over;urn 
the true principles of republic m government or 
deem it a crime tor any other citizen to assert tbe 
supremacy of the Federal C. institution. While re­ 
gretting that your conclusions are that there is no 
power reposed in the Executive to adjust the mat­ 
ter, so far as do-1 are and csmts are concerned, uj»on 
equitable principles, 1 beg to return to your Excel­ 
lency the thanks of my clients for the attention 
you, at their instance, have given to tbe subject, 
and to express the hopa that a 8peedv settlement 
of the vexed question may be reached. Very re­

THK TAX CASES. 
At the conference of counties upon the 
railroad tax cases, held on Saturday, the 
Attorney General carried au air of trifling 
not in keeping with the gravity of the sub­ 
ject. He declared that the arguing of the 
case before the United States Supreme 
Court "is a solemn humbug, and some­ 
thing superfluous, but he knew of no one 
who could do it better than Mr. Dolmas.” 
Was he poking fun at Mr. Delmas? If so, 
the conference got it back on him by de­ 
claring its confidence that the Attorney- 
General was the properest man to make 
tbe argument, that is to say, to indnlge in 
superfluous and solemn humbug ! 
The 
Attorney-General indicated §15,000 as a 
proper fee for Mr. Delmas, and tie was as­ 
sociated with the Attorney-General to pro­ 
ceed to Washington and perform the " su­ 
perfluous and solemn humbug” duty. Mr. 
Dusterberry, of Alameda county, seemed 
the kecnest-witted and most alive 
to the situation of any member of the con­ 
ference. He objected to the lawyers fixing 
up fees for each other, to be paid by tbe 
people, as the “ profession has no con­ 
science in the matter of remuneration.” 
The Attorney-General rejoined that he 
would feel lonesome going to Washington 
alone, and that if he did not have Mr. 
Delmas with him it would look as though 
the State had abandoned the contest. 
Whereupon Mr Dusterberry reminded him 
that he had said one lawyer was sufficient 
to preseDt the case, to which the Attorney- 
General replied, "The world is ruled 
largely by humbug. One man will be abls 
to present the case, but two will make a 
more imposing show and the money will be 
well spent.” The whole appearance of the 
Attorney-General in the matter is most ex­ 
traordinary. It reads like the merest 
trifling and tom-foelery, and if his judg­ 
ment of the matter is correct, it is a waste 
of money to send a believer in humbug to 
argue so grave an iasne before the country's 
highest Court.—[Oakland Times.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


Citt B oard o f T ru stees.—The City 
Board of Trastees met in regular session yes­ 
terday morning, all the members present. 
Mark Foster, Chiet Engineer of the water 
works, presented his weekly report, from 
which it appears that the pumps were run 
152 hours, and raised 11,741,750 gallons of 
water. The people along the line of J street, 
from Fourteenth to Thirty-firs1', filed a re­ 
monstrance against the proposed graveling of 
the street. They think it not necessary, and 
say they consider themselves overtaxed now, 
and are unwilling to be assessed for the street 
improvements. Farther action in reference 
to the improvement spoken of was deferred. 
A petition, signed by a large number of citi* 
rene, asking that the alley be opened in the 
block bounded by E and F, Eleventh and 
Twelfth Btreete, was read, and the request 
granted. Several petitions from tax-payers 
in different portions of the city asking for 
sidewalks were read, and the same referred 
to the Street Commissioner. A petition for 
a lamp on Fourteenth street, between P and 
Q, was referred to the same Trustee. A new 
sidewalk was ordered on Sixteenth street, be­ 
tween F and G. The propriety of putting a 
lamp on the corner of the alley on I street, 
between Front and Second, was also dis­ 
cussed. Dr. T. A. Snider waB unanimously 
elected a member of the Board of Health. 
After allowing a large number of bills, and 
ordering them paid, the Board adjourned. 
P a ist.—Do our people generally appreci­ 
ate the importance of paint? Probably not. 
If they did, it would doubtless be utilized to 
a far greater extent than it is. As the im­ 
mortal bard, tersely puts it, “ there is but a 
step from the sublime to the ridiculous,” so 
also is there a step only from the esthetic to 
the prosaic—the one beautiful, loveiy, lively; 
the other, homely, commonplace, dull. As 
an illustration of what can be effected by a 
judicious application of the paint-brush, the 
new exposition pavilion is a striking example. 
The exterior architectural ornamentation, 
per sc, is of a very modest and simple char­ 
acter, yet by the cunning nee of the paint 
brush, in introducing properly contrasting 
tints and shades, a handsome and striking 
effect is produced. 
What at first promised 
to prove, by its coating of plain, solid color, a 
' gloomy, dismal, barnlike, unattractive build­ 
ing, is by the painters’ art being transformed 
into "a thing of beauty.” Sacramento, like 
most other cities, could easily and cheaply be 
®nade much more beautiful and attractive by 
the artistic use of paint. 
T he C ity Bond C ase.—Last week a peti­ 
tion was filed in the Supreme Court for the 
purpose of removing the city bond case of 
Meyers vs. Brown et al. into the United 
States Circuit Court. 
This the Supreme 
Court regarded as merely intended for delay, 
and refuse to recognize the jurisdiction of the 
United States Court, Baying there was no 
Federal question involved in the case. Yes­ 
terday the matter came np, and Judge Me- 
Kune objected to the further consideration 
of the case by the Supreme Court. The 
Court disregarded the objection and beard a 
motion to strike out pagt of the answers 
heretofore filed, and then continued the ap- 
g 
lication, with a reference of the care to some 
uperior Judge to ascertain and report the 
facts upon the issues involved at some later 
day during the present term. 
It is under­ 
stood that the case will be referred to Judge 
Patterson, of San JosquiD, and, upon the 
fifing of his report, the Supreme Court will 
proceed to hear the cause upon its merits. 
More Slogging.—There seems to be a 
slogging fever in this community, and one is 
heard of almost every day in some saloon, 
livery Btable or back yard of a hotel. A 
colored man, who rejoices in the name of 
Brown, claims to be the John L. Sullivan— 
the “ hard hitter”—of the gang, and eo far 
he has succeeded in “ knocking out” all who 
have eutered the ring againet him. Ever 
since he gave Slaughter such a punishing 
near the Homestead a few Sundays ago, an 
older brother of Slaughter’s has been trying 
to make an arrangement for a fight with 
Brown. Yesterday all the preliminaries were 
arranged, the money put up, seconds chosen 
and ground selected. The hackmen are mak­ 
ing a good thing out of this slogging craze, as 
they charge the sports funeral rates. It is 
understood that this disgraceful affair is to 
take place not far from Agricultural Park 
to-morrow. 
Os Time.—Yesterday morning, about 2 
o’clock, officer Ash saw John Cunningham 
going down K street, near Second, with a 
clock under his arm. John and the clock 
were both running, and the jioliceman, join­ 
ing in the race, the three were soon making 
good time, headed for the river. The officer 
was too fast for CunniDgham and the clock, 
and the two were Boon run down in the sta­ 
tion house. The time-piece, together with 
several bottles of liquor, were stolen from the 
Workingman’s saloon on K street, between 
Second and Third. He said if they would 
let him off this time he would not do so 
again. 14 You have promised that time and 
time again, and we intend keeping you this 
time,” said officer Lsavy, as he locked him 
up in a cell. When the clock found itself in­ 
side the police station it was so ashamed that 
" it stopped, never to go again,” and covered 
its face with its hands. 
Judge Cone.—-Tndge George Cone, who 
for a great many years resided in American 
township, about half a mile beyond the 
Twelfth-street bridge, is dead. He died Sun­ 
day evening at the residence of his brother, 
ex-Railroad Commissioner Joseph Cone, at 
Bed Bluff. The Judge had been in quite 
feeble health for several months past, and 
went to lied Bluff, thinking the change 
would do him good. He was well-known in 
this community and highly respected by all. 
For thirty years he was Justice of the Peace 
in American township, and from 1856 to 1863 
was Associate Justice of the Court of Ses­ 
sions.

FISH COMMISSIONERS. 
The Board of Fish Commissioners met at 
their room in the Union Hotel, on Second 
street, at 10 A. M. yesterday, all the members 
present, Commissioner Buckingham presid­ 
ing. Several persons were present, includ­ 
ing fire reporters of the daily press. It ap­ 
pears from an article published in a Sunday 
paper that the Board for some time paet has 
not been working harmoniously. Commis­ 
sioners Buckingham and Dibble, it seems, 
have been severely criticised, and the pub­ 
lished article referred to stated that at this 
meeting Commissioner Redding would prefer 
formal charges against the majority of the 
Board. 
_ 
As soon as Commissioner Dibble, the Sec­ 
retary, had finished reading the minutes of 
the last meeting he took the floor, and, in a 
determined but pleasant tone of voice, said: 
14 It has been publicly and privately stated 
that Commissioner Redding, or other parties, 
would make Eerious charges against the 
action of the majority of the Boar-1 of Fish 
Commissioners of the State of California for 
dereliction of duty; and believing that an 
ample opportunity should be given to prepare 
and present Buch charges to the proper au­ 
thorities of the State, and being unwilling to 
be further annoyed iu such direction, I move 
that this Board do now adjourn until 10 
o’clock on the Becoud Monday of December 
ensuing, that being the regular meeting day 
of this Board.” 
The motion was carried by the votes of 
Commissioners Dibble and Buckingham. 
Mr. Redding seemed to be entirely sur­ 
prised at the action of the majority of the 
Board. He disclaimed any intention on his 
part to prefer charges, and thought the action 
of the Board, considering he was present and 
ready to make a statement regarding the mat­ 
ter, a thing unprecedented. 
Mr. Dibble—This matter has been pub­ 
lished to the world, and this Board has ad­ 
journed for one month to allow you or any 
one else to prefer charges to the proper au­ 
thorities—the Attorney-General or Governor 
Stoneman. This matter, appearing as it does 
in the columns of the press, and talked about 
upon the streets as it has been, is extremely 
annoying. If any one has any charges to 
make against the Board or its individual 
members, either in regard to how its finances 
have been administered, or in connection with 
the raids made upon the violators of the fish 
law, they now are offered an opportunity and 
are invited to do so. 
Mr. Redding—Then you credit a newspaper 
article and adjourn the Board without allow­ 
ing me to defend myself at all. I defy any­ 
one to find any connection between the ar­ 
ticle referred to and myself. I never had 
any idea of preferring charges as stated, and 
do not intend to do so. The article, so far as I 
am concerned, is taise ; it came not from me. 
I am sirry indeed to find that the meetings 
of this Board are to be directed and con­ 
trolled by newspaper goesip. This whole 
matter to me is incomprehensible, and I 
doubt the right of the Board to wholly ig­ 
nore one of its members. I fail to see the 
propriety of postponing this meeting and 
stopping the wheels of this Commission sim­ 
ply on account of newspaper allusions. If 
any explanation is necessary, I claim a right 
to be heard. 
Crittenden Thornton came into the room at 
this moment, and Commissioner Dibble com­ 
menced a conversation with him and refused 
to pay any attention to Mr. Redding, and the 
latter subsided. Mr. Thornton said he wished 
to file an answer to the charges made against 
Mr. Richardson, the keeper of the Shebley 
hatchery near Colfax, who was dismissed 
some weeks since on a charge of incompe­ 
tency. The document was received, placed 
on file, and will be read at the next meeting. 
Mr. Dibble then took his hat and walked out 
of the room, and was soon after followed by 
the other Commissioners.

Move On ¡—The polios force of this city 
has begun to cause to “ move on ” that unde. 
Birable class of young men who hang around 
houses of ill fame, and who five off the earn­ 
ings of fallen women. Already several of 
this class of well-dressed gentry have left the 
city, and others have promised the police 
they will leave within the next forty-eight 
hours. These utterly depraved and worth, 
less fellows are known to the police force, 
and ciiizens generally as well, and the 
sentiment of the latter is that the city 
can spare them. 
They can be seen 
at all hours of the twenty-four hanging 
around the dives and “ free-and-eaaies ” on K 
and L streets, and not unfrequently do they 
do the “ soDg and dance ” act on street cor­ 
ners in respectable portions of the town. 
Night after night young boys are allowed to 
walk the streets until midnight, sometimes 
in gronpe of eight or ten, singing songs which 
were not taught them at home, and such as 
they never hear in Sunday-school, notwith­ 
standing the man engaged for that purpose 
rings the curfew at the engine-house on Fifth 
Btreet regularly at 8 o'clock The language 
used by them is coarse and vulgar, and not 
UDfrequently can be heard the distance of a 
block. They have no regard for passing 
ladies and gentlemen. The vulgarity used 
by a large number of Sacramento boys is be­ 
coming proverbial, and respectable citizens 
may expect to be nightly shocked by the de­ 
pravity of the average youth until the time 
comes that some effort will be made to en­ 
force that which seem3 to be a dead letter, 
the curfew ordinance. With a police force to 
“ run in "those who violate the laws, and 
"run out” of town or “ into” the chain- 
gang the vagabonds first alluded to, men of 
that clasB would either have to reform or 
move on.
